Motorola 


ccording to the Wall Street Journal, 
Robert White, of Chattanooga, Ten- 

nessee, has been struggling with Motorola 
for years. He contends that they provided 
defective trans- 
mitters for his 
cellular and 
paging systems 
and that he was 
given free pag- 
ers to distribute 
as a sort of 
“consolation 
prize.” Now, 
Motorola says 


White owes Paul Galvin, Founder of 
them a few Motorola 
million dollars. 


This has driven White and his communi- 
cations business into bankruptcy. 

White’s fourteen-year-old daughter 
wrote a letter to her idol, Steve Forbes 
asking him for advice to help her belea- 
guered father. (She had worked on 
Forbes’ presidential campaign.) Forbes, 
for whatever reason, sent the letter to 
Christopher Galvin, CEO of Motorola. 
Galvin, recognizing the subject of pending 
legal actions, turned the letter over to 
company lawyers. 

The Motorola Lawyers introduced the 
letter as evidence in their lawsuit and sent 
a copy to each of White’s creditors. Who- 
ever is on the side of truth in this issue 
isn’t clear, but the use Motorola made of 
this letter seems downright unethical. 

In the dream world of American pride 
and industry, Paul Galvin hatched a 
simple idea: every car should have a ra- 
dio.

in the fetid air.) 

“Doctor Locks, Steve’s father, headed 
a brilliant family,” said Tony Notaro, 
WOER, a close friend, “he coached, 
and Steve passed his novice at age 12.”
